In general, the arguments set forth on pages 4-5 of the amendment filed September 18, 
2003 are deemed persuasive. In particular, the examiner agrees with the argument that the Lutz 
reference does not teach or suggest using standard, non-birefringent fiber in the fiber loop. Nor 
does the beam splitter of Lutz appear to operate in the manner specified by the claims.
